Tobaceo Stocks 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 5.—(®)— 
Americans are smoking borrowed 
cigarets. 

They are being borrowed from 
next year’s supply and even from 
1945 tobacco reserves, the Com- 
merce Department said today in 
reporting there is a “substantial 


| gap” between demand and sup- 


‘ply. 

This nation is sharing 42 per 
cent of its cigaret tobacco sup- 
‘ply with other countries under an 
international distribution system. 
Referring to this, the department 
declared in its monthly magazine 
“Domestic Commerce,” that next 
'years leaf demand “cannot be 
/ met.” 
| The demand, it asserted, will 
be at least as great as the 780,- 
000,000 pounds needed this year 
| while American manufacturers 
| will be allotted only 463,400,000 
pounds of an _ anticipated 1943 
crop of 8Q0,000,000 pounds. 

Such a supply contrasts with 
535,200,000 pounds used in 1940 
when Americans smoked 180,700,- 
000,000 cigarets. This year, the 
department said, @nticipated de- 
mand from the home front alone 
will be nearly 300,000,000,000 cig- 
arets. 

In addition, uncounted billions 
also are being consumed by 
American fighting men abroad.

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Spreading the Cost 

The costs of war, in dollars, are so stupen- 
dous it is impossible for any people, including 
the most prosperous, to meet them out of 
current revenues, It is necessary that part of 
the money needed be raised by public borrow- 
ings, through flotation of government-backed 
bonds, to supplement that which can be raised 
through taxation. 

It is the problem of the Treasury Depart- 
ment and of congress to combat dangerous 
inflation by draining from the resources of 
the people as much surplus, above essential 
living expenditures, as possible. This may be 
done either by heavier taxation or by inducing 
greater public purchase of war securities. ‘hat 
increased purehase of War Bonds may, in turn, 
be achieved on voluntary basis, or through a 
system of forced savings. 

It is, perhaps, but to be expected that the 
Treasury, seeking to curtail war borrowing, 
should seek higher taxes than congress, more 
closely in tune with popular opinion, will sanc- 


tion. Therefore, it comes as no surprise when 


Chairman Doughton, %f the House Ways and 
Means Committee, promptly turns thumbs down 
on the Treasury bill seeking $10,500,000,000 in 
additional taxes. It 1s too great a ioad, on top 
of present tax rates, for the people to bear, says 
Chairman Doughton., 

He is probably right. Large segments of the 
population are already burdened about as close 
to the limit as possible, without causing wide- 


spread suffering and economic breakdown. | 


This is particularly true of the so-calied “white 
collar” workers. These are, today, the most 
unfortunate Americans. Unorganized, inde- 
pendent, they are called on not only to pay 
ever-mounting taxes, but in addition they are 
subjected to every moral pressure to contribute 
to various war funds and to buy more and more 
War Bonds. At the same time the government 
has issued order “freezing” their salaries. No 
account, for them, is taken of the higher cost 
of living. ar in the case of organized labor 
with the “little steel formula.” They are caught 
between the upper and nether, millstones of 
increasing costs and frozen incomes. 

Congress will, undoubtedly, approve some 
increase in taxes, though t is extremely doubt- 
ful if they will go more than half way to 
meet the Treasury request for ten and a half 
billions. When such increased taxes are placed 
on top of the load already being borne, it is 
difficult to see how, for many of the people, 
there will be any surplus for the purchase of 
War Bonds. ate | aa 

Nevertheless there is no American worthy 
of the name who is not prepared to meet any 
sacrifice necessary for the winning of the war. 
If the higher taxes are imposed they will, some- 
how, be paid. With a grin and a greater deter- 
minaticn to quickly smash the enemy. 

And, even then, Americans will continue to 
squeeze out the last possible dollar of their 
resources for the purchasc of War Bonds. That 
is the American way.

Valuable Farm Crop 

The once lowly peanut has “grown up.’ In 
a bygone period it was regarded principally 
as a feature of the circus or other holiday 
attraction, and was produced in little patches 
by few farmers in different sections of the 
south. Today it is a full-size farm product, 
exvensively cultivated throughout the south- 
east. ‘Today it is both food for man and feed 
for animais, having proven its vaiue in both 
capacities. 

So many uses for the goober have been 
discovered and perfected its processing into 
commercial commodities provides employment 
for thousands of persons. It is either the base 
for the building of many prosperous concerns 
or a principal sideline for others. In short, the 
use of the peanut has grown to such pro- 
portions the bag of “fresh roasted peanuts,’ 
while still popular, is the smallest part of its 
value today. 

Once an “all cotton” state, Georgia’s pro- 
gressive farmers now diversify their farming 
activities, and they have made the state one 
of the leaders in peanut culture. This year’s 
crop, which is now being marketed, is expected 
to bring at least $70,000,000 to the farmers. In 
the Moultrie area the average price is running 
around $46 a ton, and receipts at Moultrie 
plants are totaling around five hundred tons 
per day. oR 

Thus another profitable cash crop joins the 
list of diversitied farming projects that are 
gradually making cotton just another crop in 
Georgia. Beef and dairy cattle, poultry, hogs, 
sheep, tobacco, vegetable crops, food and feed 
are now crowding cottor “from the kitchen 
door” and, as these diversified activities in- 
crease, the Georgia farmer becomes more in- 
dustrious, prosperous and independent.

Testifying before a senate agricultura)] sub- 
committee Grover B. Hill, assistant war food 
administrator, said, despite the huge number 
of turkeys that are being taken by the govern- 
ment in order to be sure American soldiers on 
every front would have turkey for the tradi- 
tional Thanksgiving dinner, there would be an 
ample supply ieft for the civilian population. 
This year’s crop is a record of 37,000,000 birds, 
about 4,500,000 more than ever before, he stated. 

So, if we want turkey for Thanks7iving din- 
ner, we may have it. This year there should 
be less.complaint about left-over turkey in 
small families, with the usual cold turkey, 
turkey hash and finally turkey soup, for it will 
effect a saving in meat ration coupons and 
that is very fortunate in this period of advance 
in point values. i 

The recent advance ‘of butter to sixteen 
points poses a dilemma for those who are not 
satisfied unless they spread their butter thick- 


iy on various viands. One round of butter takes 
a week’s coupons from a neat ration book and, 


unless there is a milk-fed baby in the family, 
that means a meat shortage. If ‘he steak lover 
can be satisfied with a pound of porterhouse 
and a quarter »ound of butter, he may make 
that choice. At that he will be better off than 
his English cousin whose week’s allotment of 
meats and fats is about one pound of meat (on 
the bone), one-fourth pound of bacon, two 
ounces of butter, four cunces of margarine, 
two ounces of cooking fats, and three ounces 
of cheese. 

It is not probable food shortages will become 
as acute in the United States as in the British 
Isies. Nevertheless, we may as well become 
accustomed to the fact that shortages and 
stricter rationing will come in many of our 
favorite articles of food. As a ~-‘ion we eat 
entirely too much. The late Horace Fletcher 
said: “Masticate your food thoroughly, and 
you will eat 1ess and be healthier.”

For a great many vears Gainesville and Hall 
county residents have been plagued py an in- 
festation of Norwegian wharf rats, and the dam- 
age they inflict is estimated at $700,000 annually. 
The rats have been particularly a nuisance and 
threats to persons raising chickens, since they 
seem to be a special food favorite of the rodents. 

It has een determined now .to wipe out these 
marauders. and a committee has’ gone into action 
to secure funds to buy the necessary poison and 
the meats and cereals with which it will be 
mixed. I[t has been estimated that $3,500 will be 
required to set up a permanent organization, with 
the first campaign to be conducted the week of 
October 11. 

[his is ore of the most important civic oroi- 
ects yet undertaken locally and every bit of co- 
operation possible should be given by city and 
Hall citizens to the committee. The rats not only 
damage and destroy property, but are carriers of 
disease and thus are a potential source of future 
epidemics.

THE WORLD TODAY 


By PERTINAX. 
REJECTED PEACE OFFER WASHINGTON, Oct. 5.—Three 


‘ weeks ago, according to diplo- 
matic reports from various sources, Vyacheslaff Molotoft, Soviet 
foreign commissar, informed the British and American governments 
that German peace proposals had been received in Moscow and that 
they had been immediately rejected. 

What was the substance of the German proposals? And what 
about the neutral power still in diplomatic relations. with both 
Berlin and Moscow which volunteered to forward them? On such 
points, no definiie information is available and it is only possible 
to move in the field of probabilities. 

No German minister who attempts to win back Russia from her 
Allies of today must consider that it would be enough to surrender 
to her the frontiers of 1939, as fixed in the Molotoff-Ribbentrop 
artangement concluded in September of that year. That Germany 
should, henceforth, cease to concern herself with the areas east of 
her eastern frontier of 1919-39 must, therefore, be regarded as the 
concession that, in all likelihood, the German offer involved. 


WAS JAPAN INTERMEDIARY? As to the government 


which acted as intermedi- 
ary it is perhaps well to remember that the Japanese ambassador 
in Moscow, Nagaoki Sato, was a well-known figure before the war 
in Warsaw, Paris and Geneva. He was one of the Japanese states- 
men who lonked askance at the headway made by the imperialist 
and bellicose army cliques. When he left Paris, in the autumn of 
1937, he freely expressed to friends his disapprova! of the new trend 
at home. He did not want to be associated with a policy which 
might tead the world into the abyss. 

In his judgment, the anti-comintern pact of 1936 was perhaps 
acceptable in so far as it provided for joint repression of sub- 
versive Communist activities. But beyond that plainly very narrow 
interpretation of the pact, he refused to gn. Nevertheless, Sato last 
year had tn accept the entreaties of General Hideki Tojo and he 
now serves his country at the Russian captial. With his record of 
moderation, he assuredly is the most useful go-between within the 
reach of the Nazi diplomacy whenever Russia has to be approached. 
WHY AT THIS TIME”? Another question comes up. Why did 

the Nazi government choose the pres- 
ent moment for risking proposals which, once divulged, could not 
fail to impress adversely German morale? The retreat of the Ger- 
man armies on the eastern front may supply some answer, 

‘But Joachim von Ribbentrop, Nazi minister for foreign affairs, 
and his friends may also ‘e credited with sm ne Machiavellian caicu- 
lation. They have known for some weeks that British, Americans 
and Russians are about to thresh out again the territorial prb- 
lems discussed at the time the Anglio-Russian alliance was signed 
and about which no definite conclusions were made. It perhaps 
dawned upon them that by submitting to the Russian rulers’ condi- 
tions of peace not niggardly ennreived, they would impel those 
rulers to be more exarting in their demande the day they are 
closeted with the American and British allies. 

Obviously, Russia acquainted.the United States and Britain of 
her action so as tn make tangible the fact that Russia stood by the 
letter and the spirit of her treaty obligations toward her Allies. 


RUSSIAN PLEDGE Under the United Nations pact of Jan- 


uary 1, 1942, and under the agreements 
with England for joint action in.the war (July 12, 1941) and for 
mutual assistance (May 26, 1942), Russia has undertaken “not to 
enter into any negotiation with the Hitlerite government or any 
other government in Germany that does not clearly renounce all 
aggressive intentions, and not to negotiate, except by mutual con- 
sent, any armistice or peace treaty with Germany or any other state 
associated with her in acts of aggression in Europe.” No pledge 
could have been entered in more binding terms.

There 
have even been some reports to 
the effect that, at some airfields, 
German planes have been ground- 
ed for lack «f motor fuel. 


There are various corrobora- 
tions of this theory about Nazi o:! 
supplies, that make it somewhat 
more than wishful thinking. 

In the first place, farmers in the 
Necupied countries have been no- 
tified, from Berlin, there will be 
no liquid fuel, of any type, for 
their threshing machines this 
year. What threshing is done will 
have to be by the primitive meth- 
od of flail or tramping hoofs. 

In the second place, it is known 
that much of.the lubricating oil 
Germany has used in her subma- 
rines and ether war machines has 
been made from peanut oil im- 
ported from North Africa. That 


Axis. 

Germany has been making syn- 
thetic motor fuel out of alcohol 
and other materials. The svstem- 
atic: bombing of German war in- 
dustry by U. S. bombers and by 
the RAF has been directed at 
most of these synthetic fuel plants 
Their capacity is known to have 
been drastically reduced. 

The raid of the Ploesti oil fields 
in Rumania, a couple of months 
ago, was very effective. But that 
will not be the last raid there. 
More are coming, and it is a safe 
bet that Rumania, as a source of 
gasoline and oil, will be useless to 
Germany beferre many more 
months have passed. The acquisi- 
tion of such Italian air bases as 
Foggia puts the Rumanian oil 
fields in easy reach of our bomb- 
ers. 


Our Oil Supplies, 
By Comparison. 

Supplies of gasoline:and oil for 
ourselves, for the British and for 
Russia are almost unlimited. De- 
velopment of new wells in many 
producing areas, ton, is increasing 
that supply. And the improvement 
in transport capacity, as more 
tankers are built and as the sub- 
marine menace is reduced, as oi! 
pipe lines are put into operation, 
also adds to our advantage in this 
respect. 

This is not to say that we have 
gasoline to waste. Rationing is stil] 
necessary, at nome. And every 
motorist who burns, unnecessarily, 
gallons of gasoline, is increasing 
the difficulties which face our 
fighting forces in all theaters of 
combat. 

But, scanning the picture all 
over the world, we are in happy 
situation r-garding this essential

When our Liberators 
bombed the Pinesti oil fields they 
had to fly 1,200 miles there, and 
1,200 back, to their African base. 
[t is only 600 miles from Sardinia 
to Ploesti and less than that dis- 
tance from Foggia. . 

From Italian airfields on the 
Adriatic coast we can attack Ger- 
man forces of the southern section 
of the eastern front, even while 
the Russians attack them too. 

Bit by bit the pattern of victory 
grows more clear. Ojl supply and 
bomber range are two of the most 
important ingredients.

“When I became a man, I put away childish things.” Thus Paul 
spoke of nimself, but it is more than many another man can say. 

Many vhilosophers have noted that each child repeats the 
theoretical and known development of the human race. Each child 
must learn anew the art of walking erect and the art of speech. 
And each in turn, beginning with the ignorance of primitive man, 
must learn by hard experience the lessons that mankind learned - 
in the same hard way. 

The moral and spiritual development of man was largely a 
matter of learning to overcome his natural desires and impulses. 
Nature did not endow him with ethics. He did not, like other 
animals, inherit an instinctive pattern of behavior. 

Rules of morality were made by public opinion afte# men learned 
to huddie in herds. They discovered that each man’s rights .were 
modified by his neighbor's rights. And they learned in time that 
life would be safer and easier and better for all if each would 
control his natural téndencies and impulses and tusts. and abide 
by certain rules of behavior. The rules became taboos and were 
enforced by public opinion. 

That brings us down to the present. As the race learned. so 
each child must learn that deceit, theft, assault, seifishness and 
surrénder to rage are evils. As he develops further, he jearns fair 
play, selt-control, modesty, honor, compassion, duty, responsibility 
and the other manly virtues. 

That is, he learns them if he matures properly. But as some 
never learn to be honest or learn to control the tusts of the flesh, 
so there are some who never learn fair play, compassion, duty or 
responsibility. Though six feet tall and heavily whiskered, they 
remain essentially childish.

Arnall Cancels 
All of Georgia’s 
Fire Insurance 


By The Associated Press. 
All fire insurance on state prop- 


erty was canceled by executive 


order of Governor Arnall, effec- 
tive October 1, it was learned last 
night. 

A form letter sent to insurance 
companies over the Governor’s 
signature tells of the cancellation 
order. and explains a new insur- 
ance method that has been 
adopted. 

The letter declared a check into 
the fire insurance carried on state 
property, reportedly amounting to 
around $15,000,000, showed that it 
had been “handled in a very ineffi- 
cient and unbusinesslike method.” 

Many policies supposedly issued 
could not be located, the Governor 
said, and some property was found 
not to be insured at all while in 
other instances a number of poli- 
cies covered the same property. 
Expiration dates of the policies 
had no uniformity, he added. 

Correspondence Involved. 

As a result, he went on, when 
losses occurred, his office received 
“a great number of small checks 
from various companies” and the 
correspondence in settling losses 
was “involved and multiplicitous.” 

The Governor’s letter asserted 
that in view of this he issued his 
executive order canceling all the 
policies and decided that, instead 
of having hundreds of small poli- 
cies in the _ state’s custody, he 
would place all the insurance in 
such a way that “there will be 
issued to the state two master 
policies.” 

These master policies will insure 
the state’s property up to 50 per 
cent of its value, “as required by 
law,” Arnall said. The exact 
amount will not be determined 
until a survey of the property is 
completed.

It will provide the money for 
community chests, united service 
organizations, war prisoners’ aid, 
united seamen’s service, and for- 
eign relief agencies. 

“Victory Long Way Off.” 

While ultimate victory is cer- 
tain, Mr. Roosevelt asserted, it 
still is a long way off, and the 
American people know that “for 
it we are paying and shall have 
to pay a great price.” 

He asked Americans to think 
carefully before giving to the fund. 

“I ask you to remember,” he 
said, “that the USO is your share 
of what we are doing for our own 
fighting men, and the forces be- 
hind the lines.

The 
country at large was pulling for 
him to win this game, and he had 
what it took.

Joe Gordon, at second, was 
superb. He handled 12 chances 
without a bobble. And he hit a 
home run in the Yankee cause. 

Bill Dickey, from Arkansas, 
Chandler’s battery mate, knocked 
in a run for him. Lanier gave 
him one on a wild pitch and the 
other resulted on the tail end of 
a double play. 

The losing side scored first in 
the game, an earned run going 
across in the second.

lied Ten Touchdowns. '

For the best pair of “scat” backs in the Southeastern Conference, 
football fans need look no further than the University of Georgia, 
where Johnnie Cook and “Rabbit” Smith have teamed up to give 
the youthful Bulldogs a scoring punch that packs plenty of power. 


There probably are better backs 
in the league than the two Geor- 
gia freshmen, but not one of the 
other three teams playing football 
this year can field two men equal 
to the Bulldog backs, who between 
them have tallied 10 touchdowns. 

Smith, a slender 17-year-old lad 
from Coca, Fla., is tied with Steve 
Van Buren, of LSU, as the south’s 
leading scorer, having tallied six 
times. Cook has crossed the dou- 
ble-stripes on four occasions and 
has thrown several other touch- 
down passes. 

Both lads are little. Cook tips 
the scales at exactly 152 pounds, 
while Smith moves the weights up 
to 157. But how they can run. 

After watching Frankie Sink- 
wich for three seasons and Char- 
ley Trippi for one, Georgia fans 
were all ready for a let-down, of- 
fensively speaking, this season. 
But instead, they’ve been pleas- 
antly surprised by some fancy an- 
tics on the part of Cook and 
Smith. 

“Rabbit,” believe-it-or-not, is a 
better runner from _ scrimmage 
right now than Lamar Davis. He 
lacks “The MJRacehorse’s” pass- 
catching ability, maybe, but he 
can come around that corner on 
reverses. 

As an example, Smith ran just 
twice last Friday night against 
T. P. 1. His first effort was 56 
yards and a touchdown. His sec- 
ond was a 13-yard sprint to the 
two-yard ‘4 

Agains: S. U., which defeat- 
ed Georgia 34 to '27 in a thrill- 
packed game, Smith caught three 
touchdown passes, two of them 
almost impossible, and he set up 
the score that enabled Georgia to 
tie the Tigers at 27-27 with three 
minutes of the game left to play, 
by dancing back 20 yards with 
one of Van Buren’s punts. 

Smith is exceptionally fast, but 
his gait is so smooth that it is 
hard to realize that he moves so 
rapidly. He caught Van Buren, a 
10-second man, from behind on 
one occasion, 

Cook is a fancy stepper. He 
isn’t as fast as Smith but he picks 
his holes beautifully, and his pass- 
ing is as good, probably better, 
than any other freshman the SEC 
has ever watched. 

Johnny is a native of Rome, 
Ga., and like Smith, is just 17 
years old. 

Both will reach their 18th 
birthday before another season 
rolls around and will enter scine 
branch of the armed services, but 
in the meantime they’re having 
a lot of fun playing college foot- 
ball at an age when, in ordinary 
times, they might still be prep- 
ping.

By Empty ‘Fort’ 
‘Hess’ Mystery 


A U. S. BOMBER BASE IN 
ENGLAND, Oct. 5.—(4)—This ts 
the story of a Flying Fortress 
which brought its crew home 
safely from yesterday’s raid on 
Frankfurt and then headed back 
empty to plague the Germans. 

The ship’s 10 crewmen bailed 


out over England because it was 
so badly battered it could not be 
landed. But before jumping, 
Lieutenant Carl W. Dawurske, of 
Sheboygan, Wis., the pilot, de- 
stroyed the instruments, turned 
back toward the'sea and set the 
automatic controls. When last 
seen the Fortress was headed 
back toward Germany at about 
5,000 feet, straight and level. 
Safely at base, the crew is de- 
lighted by the idea of the flak 


and fighters the Germans sent up 


to get this phantom ship, assum- 
ing that its gasoline reserve was 
sufficient to send it deep into the 
Reich. 

The Fortress’ control cables 
were shot away by flak over 
Frankfurt and Dawurske had to 
fly with the rudder.

STOCKHOLM, Oct. 5.—(P)— 
The Nazis have arrested all high 
Danish police officials after dis- 
arming the state police force, esti- 
mated at 7,000 men, and stripping 
them of their functions, a Free 
Dane in Sweden said he was reli- 
ably informed today.

Marines Settle 
_ Old Jap Grudge 


F4U Corsair Provides Weapon 
To Avenge Memory Of 
Wake Island 


WASHINGTON—The U.S. Marines with 
their Vought Corsair fighters are settling old 
scores with the sons of heaven. 

Ever since February, the F4U Corsair with 
its 2,000-horsepower Double Wasp engine 
has given them such clear-cut supremacy that 
squadron after squadron is tasting revenge 
for Pearl Harbor, for Wake Island, and 
finding it sweet. 

Members of the first Corsair Marine squad- 
ron to see combat danced a grimly tri- 
umphant war dance last February when they 
came in from their first action. They knew 
they had the answer to the Zero. Since then 
they have destroyed 67 Japanese planes. Their 
leading ace, First Lieutenant Kenneth A. 
Walsh, alone has shot down 24 since he joined 
the squadron April 1, only two less than the 
World War II record set by Captain Joseph 
Foss. 

The log of a Marine pilot from another 
F4U squadron made history:—‘April 1, 
1943: April Fools’ Day but not for us. The 
Japs tried a daylight raid with Zeros and dive 
bombers, but the bombers didn’t get in, and 
the Zeros got badly shot up. An estimated 55 
planes made the attack, of which 19 were shot 
down with a loss of six planes and two pilots. 
Our squadron accounted for seven planes con- 
firmed and four or five probables without a 
loss. It is the first time a new squadron has 
ever gone into action without any losses. The 
bovs think the F4U is a sweet airplane.” 

The courage of another Marine pilot de- 
manded the impossible of wounded Cor- 
sair. Lt. James E. Johnson was up with 31 
Allied fighters to intercept 58 enemy planes. 
His rudder and part of his wing were shot 
away. Zeros shot away a tire. Janded a cannon 
shell in his Double Wasp. His crippled Cor- 
sair stayed in the fight. He shot down his 
fourth Zero, headed for home, landed safely 
at Henderson Field. 


How’s Your Air I|.Q.? 


Q. Is there much commercial flying in 
Alaska? 

A. Yes. For example, last month Pan 
American’s Alaskan division completed ten 
years of operations during which its 
planes flew 33,272,922 passenger miles 
without incident. ; 

Q. When was the first transcontinental 
flight made? 

A. In 1911 Calbraith P. Rodgers flew 
across the continent in 59 days. He had 
15 crack-ups, and made 69 stops. 

Q. Why is a propeller “feathered”, and 
how? 

A. If an engine fails, the pressure of 
the air on the propellér in normal position 
would cause it to “wind-mill’, creating 
“drag” and forcing the dead engine to con- 
tinue turning over, thus aggravating dam- 
age to engine parts. This is avoided by 
turning each blade edgewise into the wind. 

Q. How many basie requirements are 
there for an airplane engine? 

A. Six. (See story elsewhere on the 
page.) 

Q. What is a “sortie”? 

A. One combat flight by one airplane. 

Q. What do Service Ceiling and Abso- 
lute Ceiling mean? 

A. The Service Ceiling of any airplane 
is the highest altitude at which a plane can 
still climb 100 feet a minute. Its Absolute 
Ceiling is the maximum altitude the plane 
can reach. 


Navy Announces Sea Wolf 


STRATFORD, Conn.—Chance Vought 
Aircraft division of United Aircraft Cor- 
poration has developed a new torpedo plane, 
the Sea Wolf, which “incorporates every- 
thing we have learned about planes of this 
type”, the U. S. Navy announced last month, 
Consolidated-Vultee Aircraft Corporation, 
Allentown, Pa., will build it in quantity. 

The Sea Wolf is a product of the same 
engineering staff which developed the Navy’s 
big F4U Corsair fighter plane. The prototype, 
designated the XTBU-L was built and test 
flown by the Chance Vought organization. 
Designs were then turned over to Consoli- 
dated-Vultee for manufacture.

Jough Marauders Get Back 


LONDON—In nearly 3,000 sorties over 
the enemy invasion coast by the Eighth Air 
Force’s Martin Marauders, only 13 of the 
Double Wasp-powered medium bombers have 
failed to return, according to reports from 
American Headquarters in the European 
Theater of Operations. 

The B-26’s have sustained a loss of less 
than one half of one per cent as they bombed 
Nazi airfields, vital factories, strafed the 
enemy's locomotives. Their loss figure is far 
below the five per cent established by Allied 


air experts as the average loss during smashes 
at Fortress Europe. 

This remarkable record is the result of new 
tactics developed from combat experience, ac- 
cording to the report. Instead of flying at low 
levels, and dropping light bombs, the new 
tactics are to fly at medium altitude with 
fighter escort and to drop heavy bombs. 

Despite the fact that the crews are plow- 
ing through heavy flak at these medium alti- 
tudes, they depend upon the_ ruggedness 
of their ships, their pursuit-plane speed and 
the 4,000 horses of the two Pratt & Whitney 
Double Wasp engines to get them to their 
objective and back again.

EAST HARTFORD, Conn,—National 
defense has been recognized as an obligation 
by Pratt & Whitney Aircraft since the first 
Wasp engine was built 18 years ago, and 
military requirements have been the basis of 
developments by the organization, Frederick 
B. Rentschler, chairman of United Aircraft 
Corporation, told employees at a ceremony 
celebrating shipment of the 100,000th Pratt & 
Whitney engine. 

In introducing Mr. Rentschler, Eugene E. 
Wilson, vice chairman and president of 
United Aircraft Corporation, paid tribute to 
the founders of Pratt & Whitney Aircraft. In 
helping prepare the United States for the de- 
fense of freedom and democracy, the company 
gave employment to over 75,000 persons in the 
past 18 years. ‘““Employment,” Mr. Wilson em- 
phasized, “provides the only real security— 
social security in time of peace and national 
security in time of war.” 

National defense and the aviation industry 
are closely related. “At any time,” Mr. Rent- 
schler said, “our aviation industry must be 
ready in an emergency with types of equip- 
ment recognizing no superior, and in addition, 
be capable as an industry of quick expansion. 
In our opinion, the aviation industry has suc- 
cessfully met both of these objectives.” The 
Navy Bureau of Aeronautics and the Army 
Air Forces have always cooperated closely to 
strengthen the industry. “Without their sym- 
pathetic support and guidance, there could not 
have been an aviation industry.” 


Opportunities Still Exist Aplenty 


The record of Pratt & Whitney Aircraft 
demonstrates that opportunities “still exist 
aplenty in our American way of life,” Mr, 
Rentschler stated. Eighteen years ago, 12 men 
arrived in Hartford proposing to develop a 
new type of air-cooled radial engine and to 
build a new business. They paved the way for 
a development which not only has left its 
imprint on this community, but has become a 
most important factor in national defense. 

The original Wasp engine, which they de- 
veloped in record time, set a new world stand- 
ard for power, weight, and dependability. It 
was a primary factor in making possible mili- 
tary and commercial airplane designs which 
raised American aviation in the late Twenties 
to unchallenged world supremacy. 

“In my opinion,” Mr. Rentschler asserted, 
“Pratt & Whitney Aircraft has never since re- 
linquished its leadership. Night and day Pratt 
& Whitney-equipped bombers and transport 
planes are engaged all over the world in the 
most hazardous kind of flying operations,” 
he said. 


Create New Wasp Engine 


From the beginning, Pratt & Whitney Air- 
craft has enjoyed continuity of management. 
Today the same men who designed the 
original Wasp have created an addition to 
the Wasp family which they believe will be 
the most important engineering contribution 
of Pratt & Whitney Aircraft to the winning 
of war. Mr. Rentschler did not disclose the 
size or power of the new engine but he did 
declare that it “will again lead the world into 
the realm of still higher horsepower and air- 
plane per formance.” 

“There has been continuity of purpose, 
determination, integrity, and character run- 
ning through the entire history of the com- 
pany,” Mr. Rentschler said. “By aiming high, 
and then meeting our seemingly impossible 
objectives, leadership and accomplishment be- 
came a matter of expected fact,” he explained. 
“Through all the years that followed, this 
type of performance became thoroughly in- 
doctrinated into Pratt & Whitney Aircraft 
even though our original group of 25 has 
now been expanded to tens of thousands of 
employees. I have often referred to this as 
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‘Pratt & Whitney's priceless heritage’.

What Makes A Good Engine 


EAST HARTFORD, Conn.—En- 
gine horsepower goes up and up but the 
six basic principles of engine design re- 
main unaltered, Eugene E. Wilson, presi- 
dent of United Aircraft Corporation, says. 

As a commander in the United States 
Navy, and chief of Engine Design Section, 
Bureau of Aeronautics, Mr. Wilson con- 
tributed a paper on air-cooled aircraft en- 
gines to the Journal of American Society 
of Naval Engineers in 1927. In it he listed 
the following six fundamental require- 
ments for aircraft engines: 


1—Minimum weight per horsepower 
2—Minimum fuel consumption 
3—Maximum dependability 
4—Maximum durability 
5—Maximum ease of maintenance 
6—Minimum cost 


In those days the 410 horsepower de- 
veloped by the early Wasps was big. To- 
day the 2,000 horsepower of the Double 
Wasp is routine. Even bigger things are 
looming up, but the same six principles 
still guide the engineers of Pratt & Whit- 
ney Aircraft, Fs they move into the higher 
horsepower of 1944, 


Thunderbolts Make Germans 
Abandon Coastal Air Bases 


LONDON—The Luftwaffe lines have 
been pushed back along the Western Front, 
according to Lieutenant Colonel Chesley G. 
Peterson. 

Seven months ago the job “looked very 
different than it does now,” said Colonel 


+ Peterson, ““Now we are on the big offensive 


and we're getting the tools to do it with.” 

Lt. Col. Peterson, who commands a group 
of Double Wasp-powered Army P-47 Repub- 
lic Thunderbolts of the Eighth Air Force in 
the big league of Western European air fight- 
ing, said, “There were misgivings as to 
whether fighter craft could penetrate as deep 
as our P-47’s now do and whether the bomb- 
ers could make deep penetrations unescorted. 
We have done it and done it efficiently. 

“We can go farther into Germany,” he 
asserted. “We're rapidly putting the Luft- 
waffe into the position where we are going to 
be top dog in its own back yard.” 

[September 27 communiques reported that 
Thunderbolts had escorted Fortresses all the 
way to Emden—a record distance for fighter 
escort—and knocked down 22 enemy planes 
over the target. The unprecedented perform- 
ance of the Thunderbolts surprised the 
Germans so that returning airmen reported 
only light opposition. “Jerry must know the 
jig is up when P-47’s can go that far,” said 
one pilot.] 

During August the Thunderbolts destroyed 
87 enethy planes, probably destroyed 14 more 
and damaged 35 others. But, according to Lt. 
Col. Peterson, knocking down Nazi aircraft 
was not as significant as the deep penetrations 
over Nazi territory by P-47’s, 

The fact that our Thunderbolts could es- 
cort the heavy bombers close to their targets 
and pick them up on the return meant smaller 
losses of the big planes in the blasting of 
Germany’s industry and transportation,

Your engines are powering our planes in 
Italy, over Germany and up in Alaska, In 
every corner of the world your efforts are 
being felt.” 

Pratt. & Whitney Aircraft and its employ- 
ees have been in partnership with the armed 
forces starting with the Navy’s purchase of 
the first Pratt & Whitney engine, General 
Geiger said.

lanes,” General Geiger declared, “we now 
ave a superior weapon with which to meet 
the enemy.” 

It has become clear that air power is world 
power and to many it is equally clear that air 
power is horsepower, General Perrin said. 

“To send America’s fighters, bombers and 
transports faster and farther, bigger and bet- 
ter engines have been developed. Some may 
admire the clean design, the sleek lines or the 
graceful appearance of a modern airplane, 
but the engineer always is interested first in 
the engine. There is no substitute for supe.” 

As he talked, Army Thunderbolts and a 
Navy Wasp-powered Blimp flew over the 
field on training flights. 

In addition to the Thunderbolt which is 
“doing an outstanding job’, General Perrin 
singled out other Pratt & Whitney-powered 
Army airplanes for praise. 

He included the C-46 Curtiss Commando, 
B-26 Martin Marauder, B-34 Vega Ventura, 
B-24 Consolidated Liberator, C-54 Douglas 
Skymaster and the C-47 Douglas Skytrain. 

“These Pratt & Whitney-powered planes,” 
said General Perrin, “are bringing nearer the 
day of victory to the United Nations.” 


MONTHLY SHIPMENTS HIT 
5,000,000 HORSEPOWER 


Pratt & Whitney’s Own Output 
Now Exceeds All Germany’s 
At Nazi Peak 


EAST HARTFORD, Conn.—More en- 
gine horsepower was produced by the Pratt & 
Whitney Aircraft division of United Aircraft 
Corporation in August than has ever been 
turned out in one month by any one engine 
plant anywhere in the world, 

This was revealed by H. Mansfield Horner, 
general manager, as thousands of employees 
celebrated the shipment of the 100,000th Pratt 
& Whitney engine at special “between shifts” 
ceremonies, September 24. Mr. Horner was 
introduced by Eugene E. Wilson, vice chair- 
man and president of United Aircraft. 

It took 16 years from 1925 to January, 
1941, to produce the first 25,000 engines. In 
less than Shree years, Pratt & Whitney has 
built 75, more. 

High-ranking military officials, together 
with 15 “old timers”, members of the orig- 
inal band of 25 who built the first Wasp en- 
gine years ago, heard Mr. Horner announce 
that during August of this year Pratt & Whit- 
ney shipped 5,000,000 horsepower in aircraft 
engines. This is more horsepower, according 
to military experts, than was produced by the 
entire German aircraft engine industry at its 
peak, 


Costs Cut By 30 Per Cent 


Employees also learned that since May, 
1940, when the President called for 50,000 air- 
planes, they have turned out 100,000,000 
horsepower. While doing this, Pratt & Whit- 
ney has been able to reduce production costs 
by about 30 per cent. For August alone, Mr. 
Horner explained, “this means that We have 
saved the Government—and that means you 
and all other taxpayers—almost $20,000,000.” 

The 100,000th engine was a 2,000-horse- 
power Double Wasp, the most powerful air- 
craft engine in quantity use on the fighting 
fronts today, 

The No. 1 Wasp, a 410-horsepower engine, 
was displayed alongside No. 100,000 in 
front of the speakers stand. It was borrowed 
for the occasion from the Navy’s permanent 
exhibit at Frankli# Institute at Philadelphia, 
Its performance, Mr. Horner said, led the 
Navy to standardize on air-cooled engines. 
As need for more power was indicated for 
the future, Pratt & Whitney engineers pre- 
pared. 

This country’s entrance into World War 
II found seven basic types of Pratt & Whit- 
ney engines fully developed and in quan- 
tity production, ranging from 450 to 2,000 
horsepower. A hint of what those same en- 
gineers have developed for tomorrow’s aire 
craft was provided by a third engine, dwarf- 
ing the others but under a tarpaulin and 
heavily guarded. 


Flexible Production Maintained 


In the past, Mr. Horner said, engines have 
kept rolling out in ever increasing quantities 
despite the fact that it frequently has been 
necessary to shift emphasis from one to an- 
other of the seven basic types built here as 
strategic requirements shifted. In addition it 
has been necessary continuously to refine and 
improve these basic types. This has enabled 
Pratt & Whitney’s six licensees each to con- 
centrate on a single frozen model. 

The engine builders listened intently as Mr, 
Horner told how Pratt & Whitney is now pre- 
paring to meet needs for greater horsepower 
and warned of the tough assignments in the 
months ahead when they will be expected to 
extend their leadership. 

“We are hearing the call for even bigger 
and better engines,” he declared. “That means 
more retooling and more change-over. It’s our 
job and no one else can do it for us. I don’t 
think we want anyone else to do it for us. It 
will be another ‘ouch assignment but we've all 
pulled together to lick tough ones before.”
